UT of thirty-four so-called “legitimate” productions 
in New York, fifteen deal directly with the definite 


and characteristic results of sex activity. This does not 
include clean little comedies like “Pigs,” where the sub- 
plot involves random parenthood, or dramas like “What 
Price Glory?” where casual seduction by the military is 
subordinate to the main idea. These fifteen are exclusively 
concerned with the business of sex and have no other 
theme. 

We do not present these statistics in any spirit of view- 
ing with alarm. In this list will be found some of the best 
plays in town, and among the nineteen in the hyssop group 
are some of the worst. But it does make it difficult to call 
a play based on sex attraction, as such, “novel.” 





ND yet, “She Had to Know,” in which Grace George 

finds the best vehicle she has had for many seasons, 
does treat of sex attraction in a fresh and delicately amus- 
ing manner. In fact, the word “sex” is never used. Simply 
its team-mate, “attraction.” It deals with a wife who, 
tortured by the suspicion that she is not attractive to men 
in what is known in refined circles as “the other way,” 
tries out her powers on the several male house-guests, with 
entertaining results. It is as novel as any comedy with 
such a basis could be. 

The main thing about “She Had to Know,” however, is 
Miss George. Given anything at all to work with, she is 
still alone in her class as a high comedienne. And while 
she could do all that the Geraldy play demands and at 
the same time walk a tight-rope, the general effect is that 
she has at last found a suitable comedy.

AX examination of the statistics in the British War 

Office would probably show that out of seventy-five 
English officers named Hilary, sixty-one returned home 
incapacitated after a long absence to find the woman they 
loved in love with another man. It was Hilary in “A Bill 
of Divorcement”; it was Hilary in at least two war novels 
whose names escape us, and in “The Dark Angel” we have 
another Hilary confronted by the same problem. 

This Hilary (Reginald Mason has at last been released 
from the bachelor-friend-in-cutaway class to play a real 
part with distinction) behaves in a more gentlemanly man- 
ner than the Hilary in “A Bill of Divorcement” and hides 
himself away in his blindness, even attempting, when 
discovered by the girl, to make believe that he isn’t blind 
at all. This last act of “The Dark Angel” is a really fine 
thing. 

The rest of the play is always emotionally effective in 
that mysterious way which even the poorest English war 
plays have, but once in a while you do get a spoonful too 
much of what Hilary enthusiastically calls “the stuff to 
feed the troops with.” Patricia Collinge plays the girl with 
a rare sensitiveness, but in the writing of her role, as in 
the entire play, there is at times an excess of sweet, brave, 
British stiff-upper-lip-keeping. This may well be, however, 
the stuff to feed the troops on, and Mr. Milton deserves 
to have a success with it.

HERE are conclusions to be drawn 
from “The Last Laugh,” which 
was reviewed with uncharacteristic ec- 
stasy in these columns last week. Such 
conclusions, were I to pursue them as 
far as they might lead, would fill ten 
issues of Lire from cover to cover, 
with no room left for the advertise- 
ments (which, obviously, would be a 
very foolish thing). 

The fact is this: “The Last Laugh” 
could never have been produced in this 
country. Even if there were directors, 
actors and camera-men qualified for the 
heroic job (and it is my belief that 
there are such), there would be no pro- 
ducers with moral courage to back them 
up. What chance would Karl Mayer, 
the author, have in a movie studio with 
a story that included no love interest, 
no patriotism, no marital entanglements 
and no particular element of hope? 
And yet—it seems to me that the story 
of “The Last Laugh” is the finest dra- 
matic conception that has ever come to 
the screen. 


HE movie industry in this country is 
too heavily saturated with “Yes- 
Men”—time-servers—who believe, and 
justifiably, that the safety of their mis- 
erable jobs depends on their ability to 
salve the men next higher up. They 
must kowtow incessantly to jealous 
stars, pompous directors, cold-blooded 
distributors and executives whose ideals 
are cramped by the elastic bands which 
surround their bank-rolls. 

Occasionally some real artist tears 
away from the stifling influence of the 
great film art factories, and produces 
on his own account something genuinely 
worth while: Charlie Chaplin, above all 
others, has done this, and so have D. W. 
Griffith, Douglas Fairbanks, Rex In- 
gram, Charles Brabin, Richard Barthel- 
mess, the Rockett Brothers, Harold 


Lloyd, Robert J. Flaherty, Charles Ray, 
George Loane Tucker and Buster Kea- 
ton. Still more occasionally, intelligent 
creative effort has been turned loose 
within the mills themselves—by such 
men as James Cruze, Herbert Brenon, 
Frank Lloyd, King Vidor, Victor Sea- 
strom, Erich Stroheim, Ernst 
Lubitsch and William de Mille. 

These are exceptions to a sorry rule. 
With the ubiquitous influence of the 
box-office and the utter ignorance of 
the producers (as a class), there is lit- 
tle chance for a good man to get going 
in Hollywood. 

If we can’t afford to originate, then 
the best can do is follow in the 
footsteps of those pioneers who have 
the courage of their artistic convictions. 
If we are incapable of producing “The 
Last Laugh” in this mighty nation, we 
are at least privileged to profit by it.
